MERICA’S amazing rocket airplane, the little 
X-15 which has just flown at 4,093 miles an 
hour, is soon to start an effort to reach a height 


of 50 miles. 


The recent 4,093 mph flight by 
Major Robert M. White, a 
US.A.F. test pilot, achieved the 
X-15's maximum design speed. 

Now ihe National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration chiefs 
in Washington say an early at- 
temp is likely tv be made on 
the airplane’s design height 


speed flight Major 
White reached a height of nearty 
20 miles, though earlier it had 
been up io 26 miles. Launched 
from a B52 “mother ship” at 
45,000 feet over Nevada Major 
White was airborne for only 10 
minules before he landed 200 
miles away in California. 

This included the alimb tu 
161,600 feet, the maximum 
speed “run” and the descent. 

Full throttle 

The rocket engine was bur. 
ing wt full throttle for only 86 
seconds. 

Onc of the things the Ameri- 
can scientists want to learn 
from the X-15 research pro- 
gramme is the effect of the heat 
generated iby such speeds on the 
airplane's surfaces.
